WASHINGTON, April 23—Wil- 
liam Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, an- 
‘nounced today he had abandoned 
hope of staving off passage of la- 
bor legislation in the Senate. He 
said he hoped that some legisla- 
tive proposals deemed most objec- 
tionable by labor might be modi- 
fied when Senate and House con- 
ferees meet to prepare a final bill. 

The real battle, it is anticipated, 
may ensue when the measure is 
sent to President Truman. The 
AFL has indicated it will urge 
that he veto the bill. Even a com- 
promise stil] would be objectiona- 
ble to the unions, it was pointed 
out. 

Joseph A. Padway, chief coun- 
ge] for the federation, gave its 
executive council today.an exhaus- 
tive legal analysis of pending anti- 
labor legislation, concluding with 
the flat assertion that “enactment 
of either House or Senate Dill 
would destroy the trade union 
movement.” 

His analysis was recorded and 
will be played at union meetings 
throughout the country, as part of 
a $1,500,000 campaign to fight 
pending labor legislation which 
got under way today. Advertise 
ments will be placed in papers all 
over the country and the radio 
also will be used. Funds will be 
derived from an assessment of 
about 15 cents each from the fed- 
eration's membership of 7,650,000. 

Green described the campaign 
as “an educational and publicity 
campaign to acquaint the Amer- 


Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, told 
the Senate today the labor laws 
must be changed because they 
have permitted “many injustices, 
for the most part on behalf of 
unions.” 

Opening debate on the Senate’s 
general labor bill, Taft said that 
“on the surface” the need for re- 
vision of the laws is due also to 
“the large number of strikes“ 
which affect the general welfare. 

The Senate bill, as drawn by its 
Labor Committee, would impose 
many checks on unions and 
strikes, but it is less drastic— 
from the standpoint of unions— 
than the bill passed overwhelm- 
ingly by the House last week. 

Taft told his colleagues that be- 

fore passage of the Clayton Act, 
the Norris-LaGuardia Anti-injunc- 
tion Act, and the Wagner Collec- 
tive Bargaining Act several years 
ago, employers had “all the advan- 
tage.” These laws all dtal with 
rights of unions and workers, and 
Taft said they swung the pendu- 
lum to the other extreme. 
“Today the power in collective 
bargaining is all on the side of 
labor unions, except perhaps in 
the case of the largest corpora- 
tions,” he added, 
Taft said the goal should be to 
bring both labor and management 
to a point “where neither will feel 
they can make an unreasonable 
demand and get away with it.” 


Free Economy, Free Bargaining. 

Asserting that the solution of 
labor-management strife “must 
rest in a free economy based on 
free collective bargaining,” Taft 
said: “The alternative is Govern- 
ment wageefixing, price fixing and 
planned economy.” 
Taft said he would resist any 
modifying changes in the Senate 
bill, and wants the following ad- 
ditions: 

1. A flat bar on jurisdictional 
strikes and secondary boycotts, 
as provided in the House bill. 

2. Outlawing of union-admin- 
istered health and welfare funds, 

3. A provision forbidding na- 
tional unions to dictate contract 
terms to their locals. 3 

4. Making it an unfair labor. 
practice for unions to coerce or 
interfere with workers in the ex- 
ercise of their collective bar- 
gaining rights. 

All of these provisions: were 
knocked out of the bill approved 
by the Senate Labor Committee. 
Senators Ball (Rep.), Minnesota; 


ner (Rep.), Indiana, also members 
of the committee, joined Taft in 
his drive to restore these points. 
House Bill Criticized. 
Ball, sponsor of two other 
amendments which would impose 
harsher restrictions on unions, 


criticized the House bill as requir- | 


ing “too much detailed regulation 
of the internal affairs of unions.” 

One of the amendments which 
Ball introduced yesterday would 
outlaw industry-wide strikes. It 
also would make industry-wide 
bargaining subject to the anti-trust 
laws where “monopolistic agree- 
ments” resulted. 

Ball’s other amendment would 
outlaw the union shop, under 
which workers are required to join 
a union shortly after they are 
hired. The Senate bill as it stands 
—and the House bill—would per- 
mit the union shop when a ma- 
jority of employes vote’ for it. 

Both the Senate and the House 
bills would outlaw the closed shop, 
which allows employers to hire 
only union members. 

A majority report issued last 
night by Taft and 10 other mem- 
bers of the 18- man Senate Labor 
Committee said the bill the group 
approved is based “on our belief 
that a fair and equitable labor 
policy can best be achieved by 
equalizing existing laws in a man- 
ner Which will encourage free 
collective bargaining.” 

Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
told reporters he and Senator 
Murray (Dem.), Montana, are pre- 
pared to strike back with a 
minority report criticizing the bill.

Originally indicted in May 1943 
by the McLean county grand jury, 
he obtained a change of venue on 
his allegation that county resi- 
dents had been prejudiced against 
him by newspdper articles and 
statements of Attorney General 
George Barrett. 

In May 1945 Ziller pleaded guil- 
ty and was fined $300 in United 
States District Court in Peoria on 


an indictment charging he filed 
a false affidavit with the Veter- 
ans’ Administration to obtain a 
World War I pension. He falsi- 
fied his 1942 income and as a re- 
sult obtained four monthly pen- 
sion checks of $30 each. 
In December 1942 the Sanga- 
mon County Rationing Board 
withdrew Ziller’s “C” gasoline ra- 
tion book pending an investiga- 
tion, His wife had applied for 
the larger ration, saying Ziller 
needed it to travel to Pontiac and 
Dwight for medical treatment. 
Attorney General Barrett, in a 
statement in May 1942, charged 
that a political-labor “combine,” 
headed by Ziller, had forced hun- 
dreds of workmen to buy their 
jobs at Illinois ordnance plants. 
Laborers and truckers had com- 
plained that they were forced to 
pay $25 to $300 for the privilege 
of working at the Kankakee and 
Wilmington ordnance plants. Ziller 
was described by Barrett as the 
“chief dispenser” of jobs.

Straight Cash Boost 
After Company Rejects

DETROIT, April 23 (AP)—The 
CIO United Auto Workers’ 200- 
man national General Motors 
council voted unanimously today 
to demand a straight 15-cent hour- 
ly wage increase without any 
strings attached. 

General Motors had turned 
down the 15-cent union proposal 
following a two and one half hour 
extraordinary negotiating session 
Tuesday night, 

UAW top negotiators will take 
the council’s ultimatum back to 
another conference with the 
corporation this afternoon, 

Rejection of the corporation’s 
latest offer of 11% cents hourly 
wage hike and an additional 3% 
cents pay for six annual holidays 
came in a voice vote by the na- 
tional council, which represents 
225,000 workers, after President 
Walter P. Reuther had strongly 


recommended that action. 

In a speech lasting an hour and 
a half, Reuther repeated in strong

Company Rejected UAW Offer. 
The union had made two pro- 
posals to General Motors Tuesday 
night in addition to the flat 15- 
cent hourly rise. The corporation 
rejected all of them. 
Reuther denounced the ClO 
United Electrical Workers and 
United Rubber Workers for sign- 
ing contracts with G.M. on the 
same basis as the corporation’s 
latest offer to the UAW. The 
electrical workers accepted an in- 
crease of 18% cents a year ago 
in the midst of the 113-day G.M. 
strike, a figure that subsequently 
was accepted by the UAW.

WASHINGTON, April 23 (AP) 
—President Truman today signed 
orders formally abolishing the of- 
fice of Temporary Controls ‘and 
transferring rent controls to the 
housing expediter. 

Truman’s action calls for aboli- 
tion of OTC June 1, but gives the 
housing expediter control over 
rents on May 4. Also on May 4 
OPA’s function with subsidies and 
price adjustments will be trans- 
ferred to the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation and the De- 
partment of Agriculture will take 
over price controls over rice. 

OPA’s rent division has been 
handling rent controls. Under the 
order 6000 OPA employes will ‘be 
transferred to the housing ex- 
pediter. Another 1200 OPA em- 
ployes will be transferred to the 
Department of Commerce which 
wil take over remaining OTC func- 
tions, including liquidation of the 
Civilian Production Adminstraton. 

Under Truman’s order, 550 
CPA employes and 100 employes 
of the old Office of War Mobili- 
zation and Reconversion will be 
transferred to the Department of 
Commerce and 125 OPA employes 
to RFC. The total number of em- 
ployes to be transferred is 7975. 

Presidential Secretary Charles

Com- 
pany officials said most Monsanto 
employes killed had group insur- 
ance, under which payments are 
doubled in cases of accidental 
death; this is true because pay- 
ments are made both on life in- 
surance and accident insurance 
policies taken out under the group 
plan.

MRS. VAN NESS JONES 
IS AWARDED DIVORCE 


Husband Withdraws His 
Answer and Cross Bill to 
Her Petition. 


Mrs. WI pple Van Ness Jones, 
heiress to a $10,000,000 share of 
the John I. Beggs fortune, was 
granted a divorce in Circuit Judge 
Fred E. Mueller’s court at Clayton 
today after attorneys for her hus- 
band withdrew his answer and 
cross bill to hér petition. 

Mrs. Jones, the former Miss 
Mary Sue McCulloch, filed suit 
for divorce Jan. 6, 1946, and said 
at the time she had been separated 
from her husband, head of an elec- 
trical supply firm in Los Angeles, 
since the previous September. The 
trial, which began last February, 
was adjourned until today when 
one of Jones’s attorneys became 
ill. 

In granting the divorce Judge 
Mueller said the evidence showed 
Mrs, Jones was the injured party. 
By stipulation, custody of their 
four children, Daphne, 14 years 
old, Richard, 13, Diane, 11, and 
Whipple, 4, was awarded Mrs. 
Jones. It was agreed the children 
should visit their father in the 
summer each alternating year be- 
ginning this year and on Christ- 
mas vacations every other year 
beginning in 1948. 

Yesterday, suit for $36,000 filed 
by Mrs. Jones against her husband

Officials—Inspectors Find 4 Restau- 


rants Have Closed.

Fourteen more eating places re- 
ceived C ratings today under the 
city’s restaurant sanitation or 
dinance, in addition to the eight 
which received the unsatisfactory 
ratings yesterday.

Joseph F. Bredeck, Health Com- 
missioner, said: 

“Somebody will attempt to bribe 
you. If a public official accepts 
money, he invariably gets in trou- 
ble and the briber does not. 

“This is the largest city in the 
country with grading provisions 
for — places. You are making 
history. I have been checking on 
your work and I'm proud of your 
recofd so far. 

“I was proud to see so many 
little places with A grades. It 
proved what I have always con-

tended—that the grading pro- 
visions would not work a hard- 
ship on the little fellow. 

“I hope the ordinance will be 
amended to include taverns.”

Dr. Bredeck told the inspectors 
that while posting A stickers they 
had been blessed by restaurant 
operators, but in posting B and 
C stickers “you'll have to take 
bricks, instead of bouquets.” He 
continued: “Don’t worry what 
they say; call them as you see 
them and do what's fgir.” 

George F. Reeves, chief of food 
inspection for the Health Division, 
in a brief talk, said restaurant 
operators awarded A ratings want 
a large number of stickers “to post 
all over their places.” Each, how- 
ever, is entitled only to one stick- 
er, he explained. 

Dr. Bredeck suggested that those 
who want more than one A sticker 
“get them from a wallpaper com- 
pany.” 

Reeves continued: “Large de- 
partment stores or other establish- 
ments with eating places should 
post their stickers near their 
restaurants rather than at the en- 
trance to their buildings.” 

Posting of A grades on 1248 
of the 2772 restaurants in the 
city was being completed today. 
Patrons of several popular cafe- 
terias noticed yesterday that all 
food on display was under glass. 
The last-minute changes had made 
it possible for those establish- 
ments to obtain A ratings. Twenty 
inspectors and six sanitary work- 
ers posted grades today. 


30-Day Deadline. 


Restaurants with C ratings have 
30 days to improve conditions to 
meet requirements of the sanita- 
tion ordinance or their permits to 
operate will de revoked. Many 
were expected to close because of 
their inability to fulfill require- 
ments of the law. 0 

A restaurant is placed in the C 
category when sanitation condi- 
tions in handling, preparing or 
serving food do not meet stand- 
ards recommended by the United 
States Public Health Service. 

Reeves explained many eating 
places would have qualified for 
ratings but were downgraded tc 
B because of poor lighting and 
ventilation or because of deficien- 
cies in their floors, walls or ceil- 
ings. He emphasized that those 
places had to be deficient in more 
than one respect to receive B 
ratings rather than A.

Fourteen new huming birds, the 
first received here in two years 
will be on display at the Bird 
House in the Zoo tomorow, Direc- 
tor George P. Vierheller an- 
nounced. 

The birds, a part of a collection 
of more than 160 species obtained 
for the New York Zoological Gar- 
den by Charles Cordier, Swiss 
ornithologist, were brought to St. 
Louis by train by Richard Gros- 
senheider, wild life artist and for- 
mer keeper at the Zoo. 

Largest of the St. Louis collec- 
tion is a green-headed humming- 


bird measuring four and one- 
quarter inches. The smallest is a 
white-bellied hummingbird slight- 
ly more than three inches in 
length. All were caught in high 
altitudes, in Guatemala a few 
months ago, 


Since their arrival yesterday 


each of the birds has consumed 
eight times its own weight in a 
mixtures of condensed milk, honey 
and baby food, Vierheller said.

tive legislation was submitted to 
the House Labor Committee last 


night by Representative Howard 
Elliott of St. Louis couny, for- 
mer Speaker of the House. 

The plan, modeled on a similar 
survey in Massachusetts, is being 
opposed by some legislators who 
believe immediate: legislation is 
needed, and who look on the El- 
liott plan as one which might 
have the effect of interferring 
with the passage of the King- 
Thompson bill and the general 
anti-strike legislation pending in 
the Senate. 

Elliott’s proposal, which is in 
the form of a concurrence House 
and Senate resolution, contem- 
plates a commission of 13 to be 
headed by an impartial authority 
in the national of industrial rela- 
tions, a man of the type of Sum- 
ner Slichter of Harvard. It would 
consist of three Senators, three 
members of the House, one repre- 
sentative of labor to be appointed 
from a list of six submitted by 
the AFL, one from a similar list 
submitted by the CIO, one from 
a list submitted by independent 
unions including the _ railroad 
brotherhoods, and three from a 
list of 12 submitted by the Asso- 
ciated Industries. The 12 thus 
chosen would select the chairman. 

Report by Dec. 21. 

The resolution contains 16 spe- 
cific subjects for study, covering 
virtually the whole field of causes 
of labor disputes, 

The commission is directed to 
make recommendations for legis- 
lation and prepare and submit 
bills to carry out its recommen- 
dations not later than Dec. 21. 

Representatives of organized 
labor appeared before the commit- 
tee with Elliott in support of, the 
resolution. Among them were R. T. 
Wood, president of the Missouri 
Federation of Labor; Oscar Ehr- 
hardt, executive secretary of the 
CIO Industrial Council of St. Louis 
and John I. Rollings, secretary of 
the Central Trades and Labor 
Union of St. Louis. 

Reuben Tapperson, representing 
the Associated Industries, told the 
committee it was his opinion that 
industry would oppose the adop- 
tion of the resolution. On his re- 
quest next Monday night was set 
as a time for the committee to 
hear opposition, After the meet- 
ing Tapperson said his opposition 
was based on the opinion that the 
resolution was intended to fore- 
stall labor legislation at this ses- 
sion. 

Senator David E. Horn, chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on 
Industrial Relations, who attended 
the House committee meeting, 
said that he saw no objection to 
the adoption of the resolution as 
a long range program for study 
of labor problems, but that he did 
not believe it should be permitted 
to interfere with pending legisla- 
tion. The resolution will go to 
Horn’s committee in the Senate 
if it is passed by the House, 

Elliott’s Plea for Action. 

Speaking to the committee, 
Elliott said that it “acknowledges 
that the legislative branch is not 
prepared to discharge this full 
function” (of intelligent labor leg- 
islation). He explained briefly 
the work done by the Massachu- 
setts commission, 

“It is my belief that following 
our experience in the last session,” 
he said, “we can improve on the 
Massachusetts procedure by add- 
ing members of the General As- 
sembly to the commission and 
have the commission serve as 
technical advisers to them. Our 
commission can, as the Children’s 
Code Commission has done, sub- 
mit its report with bills attached 
thereto, which will immediately 
translate the recommendations 
into basic law. 

„1 think we owe this problem 

this sympathetic treatment. It 
peems to me it is evident that the 
progress organized labor has made 
economically, and in some phases 
organically, is in the best interest 
of every man, woman and child in 
America, rich and poor, and 
should be preserved. 
“The excesses of authority by 
some leaders or some irresponsi- 
ble members of unions are not in 
the best interest of anyone, in- 
cluding union members, and must 
be brought under control, effec- 
tively, as soon as possible. 

“Sound Program” Urged. 
“Enlightened union leadership 
and enlightened business leadership 
are ready and willing to abandon 
the ancient concepts of their re- 
lationship and the barbaric tools 
of labor management relations 
and to support any sound program 
for lasting industrial peace. 

“All solutions must insure to 
every man and woman the dignity 
of free speech, free choice to walk 
and act and to belong in accord- 
ance with the dictates of their 
own consciences. 

“All this presupposes that men 
will have differences industrially 
as they have civil difficulties and 
it is fundamentally essential that 
we establish the means by which 
every real complaint can be heard 
quickly, fairly and honestly and 
be given effective relief and ad- 
justment. 

“I would not halt one piece of 
worthwhile legislation while this 
study is being made, I would hope 
that the study would have the ef- 
fect of halting any piece of bad 
legislation at any point along its 
progress.” a 
Without being specific, Elliott 
said that there were a number of 
well-meaning and a few vicious 
bills pending both here and in 
Washington.”

HERE really is no need for 
T the sports promoters to 
worry about television. 
There was some worry about 
radio, but its advertising value 
offset any tendency it might 
have to cause people to stay at 
home. A radio account is only 
a makeshift substitute for at- 
tendance at a game, and while 
television gives you “video” as 
well as “audio,” it won't prevent 
sellouts for world series and 
other big sports events. What 
it will do will be to enable mil- 
lions not at the scene to see as 
well as hear the ball game, 
fight, hockey, football or basket- 
ball game, And obviously tele- 
vision will expect to pay for its 
shows. 

For a time television will need 
the generous help of promoters, 
who should be far-sighted 
enough to see television of the 
future as a new potential ave- 
nue to more and important rev- 
enue. The cost of television is 
tremendous. There are com- 
paratively few: sets—compared 
to sound radio—and this fasci- 
nating new medium of enter- 
tainment is in the experiment 
stage. 

Promoters thus far have 
shown an inclination to partic- 
ipate in the experiment, the pi- 
oneering, by permitting the tele- 
casting of their shows without 
charge. They will profit in the 
long run, for when television ar- 
rives as a business, able to pay, 
the promoters will still own 
their shows and can say when 
the television shows must pay 
for the privilege. After all, the 
promoters—boxing, baseball and

The agreement under which 13 
brotherhoods returned to their 
jobs on the Toledo, Peoria & 
Western Railroad last Monday 
provides for wage scales, working | 
rules and conditions in effect on 
other railroads, 


The agreement, signed yester- 
day, was reached by the unions 
and executors of the estate of the 
late president George P. McNear 
last week. It ended a violence- 
marked 18-month strike on the 
239-mile line which began when 
the Government returned the rail- 
road to its owners Oct. 1, 1945. 

McNear, who was shot to death 
near his home the night of March 
10, had steadfastly held out 
against union demands for con- 
tinuation of working rules prevail- 
ing under Government operation 
of the line. He termed them 
“featherbed” regulations and pro- 
posed others which union spokes- 
men said would have permitted 
him to do as he pleased. 

Under the new agreement, the 
strikers lose no seniority and re- 
ceive rates of pay and working 
rules currently in effect on other 
railroads. 

In the course of the strike, two 
union pickets were killed in a 
clash with railroad guards at 
Gridley, Ill. The killing of Me- 
Near has not been solved.

OARING airplane engine nacelle fires under simulated flight 

conditions were smothered almost instantly in a series of demon- 

strations here recently with one old and three new extinguishing 
agents at the proving grounds of Walter Kidde & Co., Inc., leading 
wartime manufacturer of aircraft fire-fighting equipment. 


Both high-test gasoline and air- 
plane engine lubricating oil were 
used to start and feed the test 
blazes in the cowl-inclosed acces- 

sery section behind one of the 

horsepower Double Wasp en- 
Eines of a war-surplus Martin 
Marauder B-26 bomber. 

The other engme, detached like 
the first from the bomber’s fuse- 
lage, was mounted a few feet in 
front of the fire-test power plant 
in the ground-test installation so 
that the blast from its propeller 


nacelle were quenched succes- 
sively and in short order by high- 
pressure, internal sprays of car- 
bon dioxide, methyl, bromide and 
two other fire-supporting com- 
pounds known as CB and DL. 

It was explained that the first 
of the latter two agents was de- 
veloped and use extensively by the 
Germans during the war and that 
it consists of 82 per cent mono- 
chlorobromethane, 9 per cent 
methylene bromide, The second al- 
phabetical extinguishing compound 
is a mixture of 65 per cent CB and 
85 per cent carbon dioxide. e

ditions unless the fire was arrested 
at once. 

In each case, after the fire had 
been allowed to rage for 15 or 20 
seconds, the control operators in 
the detached fuselage of the B-26 
pushed the button propeller feath- 
ering button on the blazing engine 
and the fire extinguisher control 
and the flames vanished. 

A new aircraft cabin upholstery 
fire extinguisher also was demon- 
strated for the first time as was 
an automatic crash fire extin- 
guishing system for airplanes.

The former consisted, essential- 
ly, of a metal water bottle, with 
jet-spray nozzle attached, Actuated 
by a small carbon dioxide cart- 
me similar to those used on selt- 
zer bottles and operating in much 
the same manner, 

The other is a proposed peace- 
time application of the principle 
employed during the war whereby 
radar, bombsight and other secret 
equipment was automatically de- 
stroyed if the airplane carrying

Arbitration was provided for in 
the former contract between the 
company and the AFL Amalga- 
mated Association of Street Rail- 
way and Motor Coach Employes 
of America, and when negotiations 
on the new contract reached a 
deadiock on Dec. 31, expiration 
date of the existing pact, the com- 
pany called for arbitration. 


The call was accepted by the un- 
fon only after a strike vote in 
which a majority of the 1800 votes 
cast were in favor of a strike, 
but failed to attain the two-thirds 
majority required under rules of 
the international for an author- 
ized walkout. The 1800 voters rep- 
resented about one half of the lo- 
cal's membership. 


Thus, the chaos that undoubted- 
ly would have resulted from the 
tieup of transportation facilities 
serving approximately a million 
persons in this area was replaced 
by an amicable and orderly pro- 
ceeding in which all proposals and 
counterproposais were subjected 
to a searching inquiry by experts. 


Meetings Open to Public. 

The proceedings at all ti 
were open to the public. 0 
night meetings were scheduled to 
give daytime employes of the com- 
pany an opportunity to observe 
the functioning of the arbitration 
panel. 

Under the terms of the previous 
contract, each side named its rep- 
resentative on the panel. The 
company selected Jules Kohn, 
Kansas City (Mo.) attorney, as its 
arbitrator, while the union named 
©. David Zimring, head of the in- 
ternational union’s Labor Bureau 
of the Middle West at Chicago, as 
its representative. The two arbi- 
trators then selected Rodowe H. 
Abeken, St. Louis attorney, as 
chairman and impartial member 
of the panel. 

Several pre-arbitration confer- 
ences between the arbitrators and 
counsel for company and union 
served to fix agreement on the 
issues to be arbitrated. The of- 
ficial hearings opened on March 
3 at Hotel Coronado. 

At the outset, Abeken made it 
clear the 


decorum and under the rules of 
legal procedure, but considerable 
latitude was permitted in such 
matters as cross-examination, the 
order of presentation of the evi- 
dence and comments upon the evi- 
dence by respective counsel. No 
limitation was placed on either 
side in the full development of 
the issues. , 
4000 Pages of Testimony, 

That virtually all evidence bear- 
ing on those issues was presented 
was attested by the fact that the 
transcript of oral testimony ran 
to more than 4000 pages or a little 
short. of 1,000,000 words. Exhibits, 
ranging from comparisons of 
wages here with those in the 
transit industry elsewhere to 
Bureau of Labor Statistics figures 
on the cost of living, totaled 280 
for both sides. Sessions were in 
progress daily except Sunday 
from March 3 to April 19, with 
the exception of Holy Week. 

The principal issues in the case 
were the union's demand for a 
35-cent hourly increase in the 
basic wage to bring the top rate 
for operators, known as the “key 
rate.” to $1.40 an hour, and a 
shortening of the work week from 
48 to 40 hours. 

The present base rate, plus a 
three-cent bonus paid all em- 
Ployes, gives bus operators an an- 
mual wage of $2592, a recent sur- 
vey has indicated. Among the an- 
mual wages shown in the study 
were: lead repairmen on cars and 
busses, $2732; track department 
foreman, $3600; track laborer, 
$1601; schedule makers, $3780, 
and transportation supervisors, 


Of only slightly less importance 
was a union request for reduc- 
tions in the “spread” on split runs 
—the over-all time an operator 
puts in from the time he reports 
in the morning until he completes 
his day's work. Also sought was 
a rantee of eight hours work 
for all employes. 

The union asked that at least 
60 per cent of all employes be as- 
signed to straight runs — runs 
which they start and complete 
without interruption or layover. 
At present only about 40 per cent 
of all employes, those with 20 
years seniority, have straight runs, 
the union complained. 

Pay for travel time during the 
break between split runs was de- 
manded as well as a guarantee to 
track employes of four a 
work when they are called out in- 
stead of the present two hours. 

Another grievance concerned 
the duty of the operators to water 
the busses and check the sand on 
streetcars before taking them out. 
The union sought additional time 
for these duties or their assign- 
ment to other employes. 

Additional demands had to do 
with severance pay, sick leave and 
increased pensions; reclassifica- 
tion of certain non-operating em- 
ployes with higher pay; night 
shift differential; uniforms and 
coveralls to be provided by the 
company instead of employe; 
longer vacations and a larger force 
ef employes.

Frederic Meyers, head of the At- 
lanta (Ga.) office of the union's 
labor bureau, while the chief bur- 
den of the company’s presentation 
fell upon its general counsel, Gay- 
lord C, Burke.

Meyers, an accountant. and 
labor statistician rather than at- 
torney, in addition to presenting 
the union’s case, was also one of 
its principal witnesses. Most of 
the statistical data supporting the 
union’s demand for a 35-cent 
hourly wage increase, a shorter 
work week and other modifica- 
tions of the existing contract, 
were prepared by him or under 
his direction. He was assisted at 
the hearing by another member 
of the international labor bureau 
and by officers and shop stew- 
ards of the union local. 

At Burke’s disposal was a large 
staff * company officers, includ- 
ing John L, Wilson, president, and 
Samuel W. Greenland, vice presi- 
dent and general manager. The 
company maintained a local office 
in one of the hotel rooms to 
handie the paper work necessary 
in meeting the union’s claims. 

It was not uncommon at times 
for Kohn and Zimring to take an 
active part in assisting the coun- 
sel for their respective clients to 
develop more fully certain points 
brought out in the evidence. They 
also, on occasion, challenged the

The official Jewish Agency for 


Palestine and the Hebrew Committee of National Liberation made 
rival claims last night for the right to represent the Jews. 


Each filed a formal request 
with Secretary-General Trygve 
Lie asking for designation as the 
authorized representative at the 
special session. The requests 
posed several questions for the 
Assembly. 

First, the 55-nation body has 
no rules covering action on com- 
munications from  non-govern- 
mental agencies. Initially, it must 
be decided what status should be 
given to the communications, 


If the Assembly decides to 
recognize them, then it will have 
to determine first of all whether 
the Jews should be given a voice 
in the Assembly and next who 
should represent the Jews, 

Even if the Assembly dees 
recognize the communications, op- 
position is expected to form 
against permitting the Jews a 
seat at the session. 

But should the Jews be given 
an opportunity to plead their case 
before the body they would not 
be permitted to vote. 

Precedent In Greek Case. 
Some quarters said an arrange- 

ment similar to that adopted in 
the Security Council might be 
agreed upon. In the Greek case 
both Albania and Bulgaria were 
invited to sit at the council table 
and give their views, but they 
were not permitted to vote. 

The conflict in the Jewish camp 
came when the Hebrew Commit- 
tee—not recognized by the Jewish 
Agency — disclosed it had asked 
Lie that an additional item be 
placed on the agenda providing: 

1. That a Hebrew delegation 
be granted a seat in the assem- 
bly with full power to partici- 
pate in the deliberation on a 
non-voting basis. 

2. That the Hebrew Commit- 
tee of National Liberation be 
authorized to constitute the de- 
legation.

Palestine Jews, 
challenged the right of the He- 


brew Committee to speak for the 
Jews, It countered with a formal 
request that the Agency be desig- 
nated as the authorized repre- 
sentative. 

The Jewish Agency claims to 
represent Jews throughout the 
world. The Hebrew Committee 
claims to speak only for Jews in 
Palestine. It sympathizes with 
Irgun Zvai Leumi, Jewish under- 
ground group in Palestine. 

Lie disclosed that he had re- 
ceived a ocnfidential communica- 
tion from Britain on the question 
of illegal immigration into Pales- 
tine but had been asked to hold 
up action on it. He declined to 
disclose its contents. 

(The United Press carried a re- 
port that Britain had asked the 
U.N, to help halt illegal immigra- 
tion to Palestine by requesting 
member nations to bar use of 
harbor facilities to ships carrying 
the illegal immigrants.) 

Solid Front of Arabs, 


Meanwhile, the Arab states 
lined up solidly behind a proposal 
for immediate consideration of 
Palestine’s independence at the 
special nesslon opening Monday. 

Iraq, Syria, Saudi Arabia and 
Lebanon submitted requests iden- 
tical with the Egyptian demand 
that the Assembly’s agenda be 
broadened to include immediate 
action to terminate Britain's 
League of Nations mandate over 
the Holy Land.

America’s Strong Policy 


Yesterday the Senate by a large majority, and 


after full and free debate, passed the $400,000,- 


000 Greek-Turk assistance bill, embodying the 


new American foreign policy known as the Tru- 


man doctrine. The outcome in the Senate was 
a foregone conclusion. As we said at the time 
the doctrine was announced: 


Congress may ponder and debate, but 
President Truman’s address has committed 
the nation to all-out diplomatic action, just 
as a declaration of shooting war must neces- 
sarily follow when a President asks for it. 
The honor afd prestige of the nation are at 
stake and there is no turning back. 


In winding up the debate, Senator Vandenberg . 


attacked the statement that the Truman doctrine 
is “a declaration of war on Russia,” and denied 
there is‘any such purpose in the heart of any 


Senator who is supporting the President. Van- 


denberg’s contention is that the risk of war is 
less if the United States, “in friendly firmness, 
indicates the deadlines which we cannot com- 
promise.” 

In other words, our diplomacy, as the mili- 
tary strategists say, has taken a calculated risk. 
The Truman doctrine is a bold and forthright 
move to stop the imposition of Communism on 
peoples who do not desire that form of govern- 


ment. It is a move to stop the spread of Com- 


munism, by. encroachment or infiltration, to a 
point where this country itself might be en- 
dangered. 

No man knows to what this may lead, or what 
costs may be entailed, or what crushing respon- 
sibilities the United States may have to assume. 
But every man knows that the United States has 
within a generation been drawn into two world 
wars. The blundering or vicious statesmanship 
of other nations put us there, plus the fact that 
we failed to assume leadership after World 
War I. Now the United States has risen to full 
stature as a world leader and the Truman doc- 
trine means that we have an American foreign 
policy, as against one dependent on-the foreign 
policies of other nations. 

Statesmanship between the two wars fell to 
a new low level in world history, and we were 
among its victims. While the Japs, Germans 
and Italians planned their conquests, Western 
statesmanship could only appease until it was 
too late to stop the conflict. 

In 1931, the Japs marched into Manchuria. 
In 1934, Mussolini took over Ethiopia. In 1936, 
Gen. Franco, with German and Italian assistance, 
began the overthrow of the legally-elected Gov- 
ernment of Spain. In the same year, Hitler took 
the decisive step of occupying the Rhineland. 
The tragic story leads at last to Munich, where 
Prime Minister Chamberlain sold Czecho- 
slovakia down the river. 

On all these critical occasions, Western Euro- 
pean diplomacy showed craven weakness. Its 
hand was palsied, Its voice was weak. Its cour- 
age and determination were wanting. 

Heavens knows, the new American foreign 


policy also has its weaknesses. It is not, as ad- 


vertised, a simple conflict between the forces of 
light and the forces of darkness. Some of the 
forces on our side, such as the tyrannical rulers 
of Greece, are hateful to the American demo- 
cratic spirit. The issue is rather Soviet intent 
to dominate the world vs. our opposition to that 
domination. As we have said before 


if we are to fulfill our world destiny in 

the spirit of George Washington, Tom Paine, 

Thomas Jefferson, Abraham Lincoln and the 

other men in whom the genius of America 

burned brightly, we must seek constantly to 
make our new world power conform to our 
philosophy. 

So while the American people must constantly 
be on guard to scrutinize the way the Truman 
doctrine is carried out, the fact is that it is a 
policy born of strength, not weakness; of cour- 
age, not appeasement; of determined action 
rather than of mere watchful waiting. It is that 
kind of policy that.the Russians respect and un- 
derstand; it is that kind of policy that should 
lessen, rather than increase, the danger of war. 
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The Smith Act, as Amended 


That old law of supply and demand must have 
been extensively revised, and, judging from re- 
sults, now reads about as follows: “It is hereby 
prohibited for any maker or vendor, or his agent, 
hereinafter referred to as the party of the first 
part, to give any purchaser or consumer, or his 
agent, hereinafter referred to as the party of the 
second part, an even break, the public welfare 
requiring it.” With notable exceptions, it ap- 
pears, what's more, to be working about as near 
100 per cént as any statute since the Gravity Act. 
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The Machinists' Broken Promise 

The strike of 180 machinists at the Granite 
City Steel Co. threatens production and the jobs 
of at least 2500 other workers, and it does more 
than that. It violates a pledge and casts aside 
collective bargaining in favor of pure stubborn- 
ness. 

Last year Lloyd Weber's men shut down the 
steel plant for 150 days. Even though that 
crippled Granite City’s economy and hurt every 
worker in the place, the machinists then had 
support from other steel workers belonging to 
the CIO. This time the machinists are so 
clearly wrong that the CIO steel workers are 
walking picket lines to keep production going. 
Still, a company spokesman says, the walkout 
can “hurt very quickly.” 

The previous strike involved the machinists’ 
demand for overtime premium pay for Sunday 
work, regardless of whether the work fell within 
their normal work-week. That walkout ended 
after the: machinists agreed to arbitration. 
Eventually the arbitration award went against 
them, and, whether or not this award was fair, 
the facts are that the machinists had agreed to 
abide by it. They have not done so. 
Before the first strike the machinists had 
always been available for overtime repair work. 
This is essential in the round-the-clock steel op- 
eration. But after losing in arbitration, Weber's 
men refused to work overtime even if paid for 
it. They demanded rigid 40-hour schedules, to 
force the company to hire more machinists, 
Finally, when three machinists refused to obey 
an order to change schedules, they were fired. 
So all 180 struck. 

They have made their case clear. It is a ease 
of unwarranted bull-headedness. The- machinists 
could have taken up their grievance in an or- 
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derly way. Instead, they walked out, leaving a 
broken arbitration agreement behind them. So 
they destroyed any prospect for public sympathy 
or for support from their fellow workers. 

This strike is an inexcusable breach of faith, 
and Lloyd Weber is responsible for it. 
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A Job for Congress 


Legislative leaders at Jefferson City have very 
wisely decided to press for passage of the King- 
Thompson bill to protect the public from utility 
strikes, despite the fact that penalty provisions 
of the bill may contravene the Wagner Act and 
therefore be invalid. 

There is a chance that the penalty provisions 
might not be held in conflict with the Wagner 
Act, and it is likely that the Wagner Act will be 


amended so that the proposed state penalties. 


would be unquestionably legal, Since the fed- 
eral labor statutes are in flux, the Legislature 
has little choice but to follow its best judgment 
and hope that the resulting state laws will not 
conflict with federal enactments. - 


The Wagner Act specifies that when a strike 


is settled the workers shall return to their jobs 
with the same status as before. On its face, this 
seems to set aside the King-Thompson penalties 
depriving the worker of all .seniority, vacation 
and wage rights accruing from his previous 
service. 

Yet the King-Thompson bill defines itself as a 
statute to prevent a “threat to the welfare and 
health of the people.” If the Supreme Court ac- 
cepted this definition, it might very well hold 
that no federal law would take precedence over 
it. The question is whether Congress has the 
right to enact laws which deny a state’s duty to 
protect the public welfare. 

We should not have to trust to the uncertainty 
of court decisions. Congress should amend the 
Wagner Act to permit the states, beyond ques- 
tion, to protect themselves from work stoppages 
in vital utilities. “The public welfare is the 
supreme law,” and the states should not be 
shackled in enforcing it. 
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After 20 Years 


Twenty years or so ago the Board of Educa- 
tion bought a lot on Grand boulevard near Bell 
avenue at a price of $106,000. Tomorrow it is 
accepting bids on this lot, specifying that offers 
must not fall below $14,250, which was recently 
offered for the property. 

It so happens that this property almost adjoins 
the probable site of the proposed $15,000,000 vet- 
erans’ hospital. The property gives promise, 
therefore, of appreciating above its present value. 

Since the lot has been held for 20 years, with 
the value sinking to a minor fraction of what 
was paid for it, and with the city losing the 
taxes and the interest on the investment, why 
shouldn’t the board hold it a little longer and 
let the city reap the benefit of the unearned in- 
crement accruing on at least one lot from the 
building of the new hospital? 
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How Much for Eyeglasses? 

A racket that exploits the health and pocket- 
books of Americans is. described in a Letter 
to the Editor printed under the cartoon today. 
It is the racket in eyeglasses, 

All most people need is simple lenses to cor- 
rect old-age farsightedness and they are avail- 
able at the dime stores for 25 cents to $1, includ- 
ing the frames, according to Henry Cheatham, 
vice president of the Pennsylvania Optical Co., 
of Reading, Pa. The relatively few who need 
more complicated lenses ought to be able to buy 
them, with frames, for $5 to $10 for a pair of 
spectacles, Mr. Cheatham says. Yet people with 
both types of needs are compelled to pay $15 
to $40 for what is actually worth 25 cents to $10 
to them when they come into the hands of the 
oculists-optometrists-opticians clique. 

Some of the excess charge goes, in some in- 
stances, to pay a kickback to the physician or 
optometrist who wrote the prescription, Mr. 
Cheatham says. Some of the excess charge con- 
sists of just plain unearned profits. 

The excessive prices are kept excessive by a 
price-fixing cartel which Bausch & Lomb was 
happy to pay $250,000 in a single year for its 
services, Mr. Cheatham does not mention this 
cartel, but it is described in detail in a new 
pamphlet book, “Out of Your Pocket, the Story 
of Cartels,” by Darel McConkey. 2 


The racket thrives because, for one thing, 


most people think ‘they are getting more than 
they are getting. The popular notion is that 
when a customer takes a prescription to an opti- 
cian, the lenses are specially ground for him, 
Actually, as Mr. Cheatham makes clear, the op- 
tician in most cases takes down from his shelves 
a commodity as standard as a given grade of 
Idaho potato, and produced on the same mass- 
production basis as the Ford car. 

Not all oculists, opticians and optometrists are 
parties to this conspiracy against the public 
health. But it is no credit to their professions 
that any of them are. The first responsibility for 
cleaning it up rests on those of their number 
who are truly ethical. When it is cleaned up 
the proof will be there in a pair of honest spec- 
tacles for an honest price. 
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Ladue’s Scheme Backfires 


The Ladue library issue has taken an ironic 

turn. 
- When the City of Ladue proposed a city li- 
brary tax of 1 cent per $100 assessed valuation, 
the maneuver was termed “a new low in politi- 
cal subterfuge” by the “penny-pinching city fa- 
thers of Ladue.” That charge was made by Mah- 
lon-B. Wallace Jr., chairman of the St. Louis 
County Library District. Mr. Wallace said La- 
due’s l-cent tax was advanced to make it un- 
necessary for Ladue to pay the 10-cent county 
library tax. 

But Ladue’s effort at tax avoidance comes to 
naught if the ruling of County Counselor Erwin 
F. Vetter is upheld. Mr. Vetter says that only 
a city or town that had a free public library, 
maintained at least in part by taxation at the 
time the county library district was established, 
could be excluded from the district. 

Ladue had no such library. So Ladue, un- 
der Mr. Vetter’s ruling, stands liable to pay 11 
cents per $100 in library taxes, instead of 1 
cent, as contemplated by the city fathers. A plan 
to dodge 9 cents in taxes has apparently back- 
fired.

The Racket in Eyeglasses 


The Mirrer 
of 
Public Opinion 


Most prescription spectacles selling at $15 to $40 should cost 
not more than $5 to $10, says optical goods manufacturer; the 
price, he declares, is held sky-high by a vicious deal among some 
optometrists, oculists and opticians; rebates run as high as $12.50. 


: A-Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


The majority of people reaching the ages 
of 40 to 50 become presbyopie, which in 
plain words means “old-age far-sighted.” 
Many physicians believe this group includes 
as high as 75 to 80 per cent of all the peo- 
ple reaching that age. These people need 
only the aid of simple convex lens specta- 
cles. 


These spectacles since the beginning 
of optical science have been the universal 
and constant companion of the older per- 
gon. It is a sad fact that without his 
reading glasses the average older person 
cannot do any of the tasks requiring near 
vision. 


Presbyopia is not a disease, It comes as 
a natural phenomenon of growing old. As 
the crystalline lens in the eye loses its re- 
siliency, the eye no longer makes the need- 
ed focal adjustments to allow the eye to 
come to focus on near objects. 

Simple convex lenses are the only remedy 
which will enable such an eye to see up 
close. 

During the early periods of the optical 
science even these simple lenses were cost- 
ly and only the rich could afford glasses, 
In recent years production-line methods and 
finely-controlled processes of modern indus- 
try have made it possible to produce an ex- 
cellent pair of convex lenses and a service- 
able frame of molded plastic to retail at 25 
cents a pair. Nicer looking styling and 
more substantial frames can be bought at 
50 cents and $1. A good part of this low 
price is made possible by modern merchan- 
dising methods. 


The Spectacle Dealers 


In the field of optic dealing directly with 


the human eye there are four groups. The 
physician or medical doctor, who special- 
izes in the treatment of the eye, is called 
an oculist or ophthamologist. He is trained 
in medicine and in the diagnosis and treat- 
ment of the eye. In addition, he is trained 
to measure the vision of the eye and to 
prescribe corrective spectacles if required. 


The optometrist has evolved from the 
jewelry optician who for years was the 
chief supplier of spectacles. He has worked 
out satisfactory systems for measuring the 
vision of the eye without the use of drugs. 
He can generally prescribe spectacles which 
will be satisfactory, ‘ 

He is not trained in medicine and has no 
license to practice in medicine. His is 
purely a mechanical skill using optical 
methods for measurement of the vision of 
the eye. This work is called refraction, It 
can be learned in a few months’ time. 


Doctors—of Optometry 


Optometrists, wherever they have been 
able to pass state laws to allow them to do 
so, call themselves doctors. In some in- 
stances they have only been able to use 
“Doctor” if the qualifying term, “of optome- 
try,” is used. When this is the case the 
“of optometry” generally appears in fine 
print. 


There are two main factions of optome- 
trists. Some have maintained the store 
front and are primarily running a shop for 
the sale of glasses. The other faction is 
the so called “ethical’ optometrist. This 
latter group tries to create an aura of pro- 
fessionalism to impress the customer and 
to try to justify the high price for a simple 
refraction and a pair of common spectacles. 


Another indispensable facility in the op- 
tical setup is the optician. Most lenses 
and frames are produced in large fac- 
tories and are supplied to the dispensing 
optician in an unassembled state. The 
proper lens to suit the prescription must be 
selected from stock by the optician and 
laid out and cut and edged to fill the pre- 
acription and fit the frame selected: 


In the rimless style, small holes must be 
drilled for use in attaching the lens to the 
metal mounting. Most opticians’ shops 
have lens surfacing machinery for produc- 
ing the lenses needed to fill the very un- 
usual prescription for which stock lenses 
may not be carried. These lenses are a 
small portion of the total, since factory 
methods can produce infinitely better and 
more accurate lenses at greatly lower costs, 


The fourth factor in the optical setup 
is the variety store counter sale of ready- 
to-wear convex lenses reading spectacles 
for old-age farsightedness. 


A Quadruple Markup 


No other essential service costs us in 
such an outrageous fashion as our pre- 
scription glasses, Most of these glasses 
which sell for $15 to $40 should cost the 
consumer not more than $5 to $10. 


The highest price the manufacturer would 
charge for the most complicated prescrip- 
tion spectacle would allow a selling price 
greatly below that of most such spectacles. 
This, in face of the facts that most of the 
epectacies sold are relatively simple and 
frames and lenses are stock items on the 
manufacturer’s list. 


Photostatic copies of price sheets from 
Bausch and Lomb, one of the largest opti- 
cal goods manufacturers in the United 
States show lens prices ranging from 59 
cents to §2 a pair. Nowhere can one find 
manufacturers’ prices to justify the high 
prices we pay for our prescription spec- 
tacles. 


How This Deal Works 


Some optometrists and oculists have, 


with the help of their local dispensing | 


opticians, established a vicious racket, In 
these cases neither group has the nerve to 
charge what it wants for its examination 
services and therefore uses the spectacle as 
a vehicle to carry the high pricing. To 
make this work out, a deal is made with 
the optician who by optometric law can 
do no business without the prescription 
from the physician and optometrist. 


Most of the deals allow the optician to col- 
lect from the patient a very high price for 
his own services and an additional amount 
which goes as a cash unrecorded rebate to 
the optometrist or physician who originally 
wrote the prescription. In some instances, 
this rebate averages as high as $12.50 per 
pair of spectacles which, in itself, is twice 
the price which should prevail on most 


prescription spectacles.

Rough Gold 


RETURN TO NIGHT, by Mary Renevit. (William 
Morrow & Co., New York.) 


If one is to judge from the modern 
English novel, father is dead, spiritually as 
well as physically. Mother is alive and 
domineering and has an income. Mama's 
boy” is the resulting problem, and he 
ranges from a callow, useless footpad to 
a diabolical Oxonian who ends up a Com- 
munist. Regardless, he is not often a sym- 
pathetic character, although in such hands 
as Evelyn Waugh's he is at least humor- 
ous in a pathetic way.

The book will no 
doubt be much discussed, so you may as 
well read it, and, like MGM, learn to rec- 
ognize gold when you see it, even in its 
roughest state.

The Riddle of The Sphinx 


T 


HE vote in the House on the Hartley bill was a spectacular 
demonstration of the depth and extent of the reaction against 
organized labor. The intention of the bill is to outlaw all the 
big weapons of the labor unions—industry-wide bargaining, the sec- 


endary boycott, the check-off, sympathetic strikes, the . shop, 


mass picketing, the picketing of the homes of non-strikers, 


sit-down 


strikes, feather bedding, immunity under the Sherman Act, the right 
to spend money in politics, secrecy of union funds, and many special 
privileges under the Wagner Act. The bill also intends to rearm 
employers with many weapons, for example the injunction, which 
have been taken away from them. 


The bill does not attempt to 
disguise its purpose, which is to

tively. Though the bill does not 
prohibit collective bargaining, it 
is meant to deprive the unions of 
a very considerable part of their 
power when they bargain collec- 
tively. 


Feeling vs. Judgment. 


The bill passed the House by a 
vote of nearly 3 to 1. The Republi- 
cans voted for it nearly 10 to 1; 
among the Democrats there was 
a majority in favor of it. No doubt 
not all the supporters of the bill 
have read and understood the 
whole 66 pages on which it is 
printed, and many, we may be 
sure, who do understand it were 
reco their general feeling, 
leaving it to the Senate and the 
President to work out a bil] that 
can actually become law and can 
be enforced. 

Nevertheless, the action of the 
House is a fact of great impor- 
tance, and there is no ground for 
thinking that it does not repre- 
gent correctly the feeling, though 
probably not the informed and 
considered judgment, of that ma- 
jority of the people who are not 
closely connected with organized 
labor. 

To understand this great reac- 
tion against organized unionism, 
we must remember that it was 
generated in the period of the war 
and immediately after when the 
demand for labor far exceeded the 
supply. 1 


In New Deal Days. 


When this Congress was elected 
in 1946 there was not only no un- 
employment, except of those 
changing jobs or not willing to 
take jobs, but there was more 
than full employment. There was 
eover-employment. 

Labor was operating in what 
was for it a seller’s market, and 
that, much more than the legal 
privileges of the Wagner Act, and 
the New Deal, gave organized 
and also unorganized labor their 
unprecedented bargaining powers. 
The legal privileges helped. But 
in a period of large unemploy- 
ment, they could not have been 
exercised so effectively as they 
were. * 

These legal privileges, we must 
remember, were enacted—also by 
impressive congressional majori- 
ties—after the depression of. 1929 
and during the ‘30s, when the 
reservoir of unemployed workers 
was never less than about eight 
millions. They were approved by 
the general sentiment of the coun- 
try, which disregarded the details 
as in reverse it does now, because 
then the employers were operat- 
ing in a buyer's market, and Con- 
gress legislated to right the bal- 
ance. 


The Controlling Condition. 


As a matter of fact, neither the 
legislation in favor of the unions 
during the 308 nor the legislation 

them now has a more 
than secondary effect. The con- 
trolling condition is the volyme 
of employment—whether the de- 
mand for labor is more than or 
less than the supply. 

During a period of unemploy- 
ment, labor unions, except per- 
haps those which have a tight 
monopoly of special skill, will be

During a period like the one of 
war employment and postwar in- 
flationary demands for goods and 
services, labor will be &trong, 
unions will use to the full and 
abuse frequently their power, and 
the temper of the country will be 
anti-labor and conservative and 
reactionary. 

Labor legislation will reflect, 
rather than control, the phases of 
the economic cycle. It was not 
the Wagner Act but the reflation- 
ary measures of the New Deal, 
and then above all the gigantic 
war expenditures, which raised 
labor from the abyss of 1929 to 
the height of power which it had 
attained by 1946. It will not ‘be 
the labor legislation of the Con- 
gress but the probable decline of 
employment which will change 
labor relations once again. 


No Answer Is Known. : 


There is an underlying problem 
here, for which no solution is 
known, which is at the heart of 
the industrial problem through- 
out the world, and which it would 
be much more agreeable to ig- 
nore. It is, to put it bluntly, 
whether it is possible to combine 
high productivity with free labor 
and full employment. This is the 
riddle of the Sphinx to which no 
modern society has found the 
answer. 

The most powerful criticism of 
the capitalist system made by 
Karl Marx was that it did not 
operate without the pressure of 
what he called the industrial re- 
serve army, that is a large mass 
of unemployed, upon those who 
were employed. 

The threat of unemployment, he 
said, was what moved men to ac- 
cept jobs and to do them under 
the discipline of the employer and 
at the wages he was willing and 
able to offer them. 

The strongest argument far so- 
cialism was that this compulsion 
would disappear because unem- 
ployment would disappear. In the 
308, While capitalist countries like 
Britain and America were suffer- 
ing from unemployment, the whole 
world was impressed by the fact 
that collectivist countries like 
Germany and Russia had solved 
the problem of unemployment. 


Contrary to Marx. 


But contrary to the implied 
promises of Marx, the abolition of 
unemployment was accompanied 


compulsion of unemployment was 
replaced by the conscription of 
labor, the whip of poverty by the 
whip of the police. Socialism in 
Russia achieved full employment 
and substantial production but 
labor was no longer free. 


These countries, we say, are not 
democracies, and have never 
known freedom. Therefore the 
world will watch Great Britain 
apxiously. For there under the 
Labor party the world is witness- 
ing the great experimental test as 
to whether under full employment 
which Britain has, with high pro- 
ductivity which she must have to 
survive, and with free labor which 
she clings to with deep conviction, 
an answer can be found to the 
riddle of the Sphinx. 

That, rather than whether this 
or that industry is nationalized 
successfully, is the historical issue 
in Britain. The outcome is gravely 
in doubt. But whatever the result, 
it will affect deeply and suhfly 
the social thoughts of all man- 


kind,

The “Sin” of the Large Family 


SUPPOSE there has been more 


“important” news during the past 


week than a five-inch item carried by the Associated Press from 
Buffalo and printed in the back pages of the papers. 


But I won- 


der. Certainly that bit of news is a sad comment on the “democracy” 
we hope to maintain at home and export abroad. And it is not 
isolated or unique. From time to time I have read similar news 


from all over the country. 


In Buffalo, Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
T. O'Connor have had to place 
their eight children in two orphan 
asylums because no house owner 
would rent a dwelling to so large 
a family. We've tried all over,” 
gaid Mrs. O'Connor, “but the min- 
ute you mention eight children, 
they laugh in your face.” 

Now, there is a housing short- 
age. But Mr. and Mrs, O’Connor 
did not say they could find noth- 
ing. They could only find nothing 
for a family of 10. The place they 
had occupied was sold—to a war 
veteran with a wife and one child 
— and it was when they were 
evicted that people began to 
laugh in their faces.” It is odd 
what people can find funny! 

There is a most important social 
question involved. Educators and 
child psychologists say that large 
families, unless beset by grinding 
poverty, produce the best adjusted 

ns. The demographers be- 
moan that we are rapidly becom- 


ing an “old” nation, and that soon 
the population will be static—after 
which it will decline. Canada is 
giving grants to mothers, the sum 
rising with the third, fourth, fifth 
child, etc. The Soviet Union dec- 
orates mothers of large families 
and treats them with special con- 
sideration. 

But here, in our cities, to have 
a large family is to become a so- 


parents have to send their chil- 
dren to orphanages because—with 
the best will in the world—they 
aren't allowed to care for them, 
something is very wrong. 

To penalize the parents of fami- 
lies is to stand the social order 
on its head, Population decline 
is always a symptom of decay. 
Why subsidize the decay? When 
it occurs in a country as vast and 
rich as ours, it should concern our 
statesmen and industrial leaders 
at least as much as—for instance 
—the Austrian peace treaty.

GERSHMIN CONCERT 


Pianist Earl Wild Gives Flaw- 
less Performance in 
‘Rhapsody in Blue.’

Paul Whiteman’s 35-piece orches- 


tra and chorus, currently on tour, 
presented a concert of George 
Gershwin music last night at Kiel 
Auditorium Convention Hall. It 
was a rather cut and dried per- 
formance, and the audience of 
3700 persons was just mildly re- 
sponsive. 

Piece de resistance, naturally, 
was “Rhapsody in Blue,” which, 


since he directed its world pre- 
miere in 1924, has become almost 
as closely associated with White- 
man as with the composer. 
Pianist Earl Wild was featured 
soloist in the full 16-minute ver- 
sion of the classic. His technique 
was flawless, interpretation be- 
yond reproach. 

Just as interesting was Wild's 
performance of “Concerto in F.” 
This is a lengthy, seldom-heard 
Gershwin work that, in some re- 
spects, offers more brilliance than 
the “Rhapsody.” 

“Rhapsody in Blue” was punc- 
tuatgd occasionally by strains 
from Earl Hines’s band, playing 
simultaneously at another event 
in the Opera House. The big 
steel curtain just couldn’t entirely 
separate the programs.

LEWIS E. LAWES DIES: 
SING SING EX-WARDEN 


Retired From Prison Post 
in 1941. 


* 


GARRISON, N. V., April 23 (AP) 
—Lewis E. Lawes, who for 21 
years was warden at Sing Sing 
prison at Ossining, N.Y., and was 
one of the nation’s outstanding au- 
thorities on prison problems, died 
early today at his home here. He 


was 63 years old. 

Lawes had been seriously ill for 
10 days. He died of a cerebral 
hemorrhage at 1:30 a.m. at his 
home, Beverly House Farms, at 
this Hudson river community. He 


July 16, 1941. 

Mrs. Elise Chisholm Lawes, his 
widow, and two of his three 
daughters by his first wife, Mrs. 
Joan Jacobson of Garris.n and 
Mrs. Crystal Douvarjo of Ossining, 
wert with him when he died. The 
third, Mrs. Kathleen Miller, was 
on her way here from her home 
in St. Louis. His first wife, Mrs. 
Kathryn Stanley Lawes, died in 
1937. He remarried two years 
later. : 

While warden at the “big house” 
at Ossining, Lawes virtually re- 
built the prison and instituted 
many novelties such as football 
games between the prisoners and 
outside teams. Prison dramatic 
clubs also were permitted to per- 
form for visiters from the out- 
side. 

His policy of being fair with 
prisoners, yet firm, helped over- 
come problems that had arisen at 
Sing Sing, problems which the 
late Alfred E. Smith, then Gov- 
ernor, had picked Lawes to cor- 
rect. 

Although he supervised more 
than 200 executions, Lawes was a 
founder gad former president of 
the Society to Abolish Capital 
Punishment. He also was a former 
president of the American Prison 
Conference. 

In 1942, Lawes joined the War 
Production Board to co-ordinate 
prison industries for the produc- 
tion of war materials. He held 
that post until 1945. 

Born in Elmira, N.Y., the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Harry Lewis 
Lawes, he joined the regular 
Army when he was 18 and served 
until 1904. The next year he be- 


prison, and went from there to the 
Elmira reformatory as recording 
clerk. His next post was that of 
warden of New York City’s Hart's 
Island reformatory. He was trans- 


formatory at New Hampton as 
warden shortly before becoming 
warden at Sing Sing on Jan, 1, 
1920. 


Warden Lewis E. Lawes often 
spoke at meetings in St. Louis. 
While here on a speaking tour in 
1944, he suffered a mild stroke of 
paralysis and was treated at 
Barnes Hospital.

MERICANS have a weird thirst for dizzy 
information, which may to a certain extent 
be slaked by listening to The Answer Man on 
the radio. New Yorkers must be unusually thirsty 
for odd bits of 
knowledge, for 
WOR carries the 
program twice a 
day, at 1:45 p.m. 

My 
own interest in

The first class grow up to be newspaper re- 
porters or insurance actuaries or Robert Ripley, 
the second become philosophers or radio critics, 
The Answer Man satisfies the curiosity of the 
first class, but leaves my own class groping in 
the dark.

A BUSINESS MAN in the Bronx, for instance, 
recently asked The Answer Man where he could 
buy a camel, preferably a two-hump camel.

That sort of answer will satisfy a hard-fact 
man but just arouses the curiosity of a how- 
come man.

Is 
he the sort of father that simply can’t say no 
to Junior? (“Two humps, Daddy, and don't try 
to palm off any old dromedaries on me, either.”)

He planned. to put 
the camel in bed with his old friend Bill Win- 
ship who filled his bathtub with jello at the last 
Rotarian convention.

WHY, FOR INSTANCE, does anyone want to 
knew whether burglars had developed the art 
of safe-blowing by 1900? The way I figure it, 
this man is just trying to stop his wife from 
boasting about her relatives. “Great Uncle 
Filbert was too the first man to blow a safe,” 
I can hear her saying in cold, level tones. “It 
was the old Manhattan Trust Co. safe in 1903.” 
“Nonsense,” says the husband, irritably. “People 
were blowing safes as early as 1900 and I can 
prove it.“ (He did, too. The Answer Man says 
safe-blowing was perfected as early as 1847.) 


For hard-fart men, The Answer Man is full of 
curious information of questionable value.

His researchers tele- 
phoned the German Information Service (this 
was prewar) and the service cabled Hitler per- 
sonally, who said yes.

Dear Martha Carr: 
LITTLE over a year ago my daughter married a high 
powered fellow 15 years older than herself. She was then 
19. They had a whirlwind courtship which lasted just one 
month. He came from another state quite far away, and we 
knew very little about 
him. He has turned out 
to be selfish, jealous, 
egotistical to the nth de- 
gree, and very possessive. 
He is a big shot in his 
job. Among his vices this 
man includes drinking 
and gambling, which in 
her Christian home my 
daughter never came in 
contact with and which, 
of course, she cannot ap- 
prove of or enjoy. So he 
spends much time with his friends who have these tastes. My 
daughter seems eaten up by a complex of resentful emotions. 
She has turned against me and misunderstands all my helpful 
interest. She talks against her sister who also only wants to 
help her. She does not visit us and does not want us to go 
to see her either. We are grieved beyond words. She confides 
in no one. Christian neighbors of hers have seen and told 
us of the husband's conduct and we feel sure this must be the 
reason for her unnatural attitude toward us, her very own. We 
are sick at heart. She does not even want to talk to the 
mother and sister to whom she was always so close before 
her marriage. What can we do? WIDOW. 


I must confess I admire your daughter’s spunk. She is 
apparently determined to fight her own battles, if battles they 
are, without the assistance or interference of anyone from 
meighbors, to distressed mother and sister. The neighbors 
would show more Christianity if they would not spread gossip. 
You and your daughter are distressed, of course, because of 
what you feel your married daughter must be enduring, as well 
as because of her attitude toward you. But it is quite possible 
that without meaning to you have antagonized the girl, made 
her feel you don't like her husband, have given her the feeling 
that you are interfering, questioning too much, pitying her, try- 
ing to live her life. On the other hand, it is possible that she 
is ashamed of her husband, ashamed that neighbors should 
know her plight, wants to go in hiding and be simply left 
alone to work her own problem out, or to drift with the tide, 
according to her nature.
